Foe, Murder of Girl 


Saranac Lake, N. Y., June 25 
(IP) 


—Operating in the strictest secrecy. 
New York state police held a 25- 
year-old Civilian Conservation Corps 
worker today for 
questioning 
in 


connection with the criminal attack 
on and murder of Cleo Tellstone. 
14-year-old high school girl, whose 
nude body was found in the woods 
a mile .from her home yesterday. 


The troopers even refused to give 


the name of the prisoner, but a dep- 
uty at the office of Sheriff Mark E. 
Monaghan said the man was Truman 
Showers of Syracuse, a CcC truck 
driver. 


The girl's body, the head and face 


battered, was found by her brother, 
Wilbur, about 200 feet from 
the 


road in a thick clump of bushes. 


Showers was taken into custody a 


few hours later when the girl's 
father said he saw the CCC worker 
pass his home a short time after bis 
daughter went down the 
road 
to 


post -some letters in a rural mail 
box. 
The Tellstones lire in the 


quiet little Adirondack -village of 
Bloomingdale. 


After questioning Showers for sev- 


eral hours at the Saranac Lake bar- 
racks 
last 
night, 
the 
trooper* 


brought him out and left for an un- 
announced destination.

lieved he had been removed to Ma- 
lone.
